There have been twenty-seven terms of school tanght in fourteen 
districts during the past vear. ‘’wenty-one different teachers have 
been employed, three males and eighteen females. All of them have 
hau more or less experience. 


DrsTRICT No. Ls . 
Prudential Committee, Herbert Garland. 


The summer terin was taught by Miss Georgiana Montgomery who, 
although young and with but little «xperience in teaching. gave good 
satisfaction. : 

Winter term, Miss Nellie S. Hill texcher. Miss Hill appeared much — 
at home in the schoclroom and moved. about with perfect ease. The 


method of instruction was excellent. I regard the term of thirteen 


weeks and three days as a profitable one. 
Wages per month $22.00. Number of scholars 8. 


DistTrIcT No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, J. K. Davis. 


Miss Rosa I. Eaton acted as teacher of the summer term which was 
six weeks in length. Few have had so wide an experience in teaching 
as Miss Haton. She is well acquainted with the wants of- a school, 
and teaches many things besides what are found in the text books 
used. Wages per month. $21.20. Number of scholars, 7. 

Winter term. Carrie A. Burke, teacher. Length of term 12.4 weeks. 
Wages per month, $18.80. Namber of vupils, 8. Miss Burke is a 
thorough scholar with a good faculty for instructing. ‘The improve- 
ment was marked. ‘The school appeared studious and orderly when 
visited by the committee. This is a pleasant school to teach.

REMARKS. 


To the common schools we must look for the education of a very 
large share of our scholars; therefore it is important they should be 
made the best possible. The best judgment should be exercised in the 
selection of teachers. ‘The length of our schoolsis not as great as the 
interests of the pupil demand. When we speak of this people are in- 
clined to say, we are poor, the town is in debt and we cannot afford 
to do more. 

A teacher has unlimited authority in the schoolrooin; and the 
grandest intellectual development will be seen where perfect order is 
maintained. In no ease is a pupil justified in making reply toa teach- 
er’s command. Nearly all our unfortunate schools are caused by the 
prejudice of somebody. Parents should giye their syimpathy and 
hearty encouragement to the earnest eudeayors of a teacher rather 
than the complaints of their children. The scholars in several of the 
schools have reached such an age that their example and influence 
should be an aid to the teachers in their efforts to control those of 
lesser years and understanding. ‘The existing generation sees, upon 
reflection, the need of more culture; and it is the duty of parents to 
inculcate in the minds of their children a taste for intellectual improy- 
ment. The future prosperity of our nation. the attainments in litera- 
ture, the miraculous inventions, the discoveries in science, the **weat 
and woe” of human hearts are hidden in the rising generation. ' There 
are many who pursue the path of study all their lives, yet neyer at- 
tain a to well disciplined mind. 
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Aside from the study of books great attainments: may be made in- 
storing the mind with useful knowledge deriyed from a habit of ob- 
servation and by making .a good use of what we hear. Every person — 
we mect leaves an impression upon the mind; we consider his bearing, 
ponder his words and determine his char acter and disposition. Every 
event of divine providence teaches belief in an overruling power, 

In my remarks f[ have touched upon the points most obvious, We 
now wait to see what changes and improvements will be made under 
the new system.
